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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's remarks and amendments dated 
06/20/05. Applicant's amendments have been entered with claims 1, 3, 4, 10 and 11 
pending. Applicant's arguments are persuasive and all previously made rejections are now 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United States and was published 
under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 
1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 
2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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3. Claims 1, 3, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
2004/0095244 A1 issued to Conwell et al. 

4. Conwell et al disclose a tire label with an integral barrier layer. The barrier layer is 
formed of polyester film and is 3 to 15 microns thick. The barrier layer may be for example 
PET. The label may be formed on printable plastic film stock preferably coated with a 
thickness of between 0.001 to 0.004 inches of a pressure sensitive rubber based adhesive. 
The adhesive may be applied in a pattern on the film stock leaving a pull-tab to allow easy 
removal of the label. When adhered to a tire sidewall the label is oriented with the pull-tab 
in the tread direction so that the tire mounting and testing procedures do not snare it. 
Machine-readable data can be printed on the label in a machine-readable 2D data matrix 
symbology alongside a human readable ascii serial number. The label can also have an 
integral RFID tag (abstract). In paragraph 0042 the base or facestock layer may be rubber 
EPDM. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Conwell et al 
2004/0095244 as applied to claims 1, 3, 10 and 11 above, and further in view of USPN 
5736472 issued to Mahn et al. 
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7. Conwell et al teach what is set forth above but do not expressively suggest the use of 
cloth as their base layer. This is remedied by Mahn et al (detailed in the previous office 
action) who teach the use of cloth as the base layer for a label. Therefore a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have found it obvious to 
have employed the cloth as the base layer for the label of Conwell, motivated by the 
reasoned expectation of providing a label that was easily markable as shown in column 1 of 
the instant patent.
